Election/Restrictions 

Claims 13 and 33 are generic to the following disclosed 
patentably distinct species: 

A) . Peptoid library having a subset sequence of the generic 
formula I, as recited in claim 13. An example is the generic 
formula II of claim 33, preferably a core or motif sequence of 
the generic formula I. Note the definitions of the Rs in claim 
33 as non-cationic moieties is not a species. For a proper 
species election, applicants are to recite the specific non- 
cationic moiety. 

B) . The length of the peptide sequence in the library e.g., 
two amino acid residues for all the peptide in the library. 

The species are independent or distinct because each of the 
species differs in structure, especially since there is no core 
sequence. A prior art reference anticipating one species of a 
subset would not render obvious the other species. Applicant is 
required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is 
advised that a reply to this requirement must include an
